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Billings  sculptor  Geoffrey 
C.  Smith  has  captured  the  spirit 
of  Montana’s  wildlife  heritage 
with  a  life-size  bronze  pronghorn 
that  will  greet  visitors  at  the  new 
Region  7  Department  of  Fish, 
Wildlife  and  Paries  (FWP)  head¬ 
quarters  in  Miles  City. 

Smith’s  was  the  latest  win¬ 
ning  proposal  in  the  state’s 
Percent-for-Art  program, 
launched  in  1983  by  the  Mon¬ 
tana  Legislature.  The  program 
allows  the  state  to  earmark  up  to 
one  percent  of  the  total  cost  of 
building  or  renovating  a  state 
building  for  purchase  of  artwork 
to  be  enjoyed  by  the  public  at 
that  site. 

Smith  chose  to  depict  the 
abundant  wildlife  of  Montana’s 
eastern  plains  with  a  mature 
pronghorn  buck  in  a  classic  pos¬ 
ture  of  alertness  and  leadership 
—  ready  for  flight,  ears  erect  and 
hind  hairs  flared  out  into  a  “flag” 
that  warns  the  rest  of  the  herd  of 
potential  danger. 

“From  the  first  glow  of  the 
morning  sun  to  the  long  shadows 
at  dusk,  eastern  Montana  has 
provided  much  inspiration  in 
both  my  artwork  and  hunting  ad¬ 
ventures,”  Smith  said  in  his 
proposal.  “And  bronze  statuary 
has  been  used  for  centuries  to  ex¬ 
press  a  variety  of  feelings  and 
emotions.  It  is  a  powerful  me¬ 
dium,  and  I  feel  the  pronghorn  is 
the  single  most  powerful  symbol 
for  this  region.” 

Other  finalists  in  the  Miles 


City  Percent-for-Art  competition 
were  painters  Dale  Livezey  of 
Augusta  and  Carol  Poppenga  of 
Seeley  Lake;  Gretchen  Felleroff- 
White,  a  stained  glass  artist  from 
Gallatin  Gateway,  and  fiber  artist 
Rebecca  Bluestone  of  Santa  Fe, 
N.M.

Smith  was  chosen  by  a 
committee  appointed  by  the 
Montana  Arts  Council.  Members 
were  the  building’s  architect,  Ken 
Sievert  of  Davidson-Kuhr  Archi¬ 
tects  in  Great  Falls;  Dick  Ellis, 
regional  supervisor  of  FWP  in 
Miles  City;  Dave  Heuck,  an  artist 
from  Miles  City,  and  Carolyn 
Zimmerman,  representing  Miles 
City  citizens. 

Smith’s  life-size  bronze  and 
stainless  steel  sculpture  of  five 
Canada  geese  won  the  Percent- 
for-Art  competition  in  1990  for 
the  new  Fish,  Wildlife  and  Parks 
Region  5  headquarters  in  Billings 
and  his  work  is  shown  in  galleries 


all  over  the  country.  Last  year,  he 
renovated  the  historic  Carlin  Hotel 
at  2501  Montana  Avenue  in  Bill¬ 
ings  into  his  private  studio  and 
gallery.  The  16-foot  ceilings  allow 
him  to  sculpt  on  a  large  scale. 

The  new  regional  FWP 
headquarters  is  located  on  High¬ 
way  12  as  you  enter  Miles  City. 
The  building  and  artwork  will  re¬ 
ceive  a  formal  dedication  on 
September  25.  □

The  Writer's  Voice  of  the 
Billings  YMCA  was  awarded  a 
$20,000  literary  arts  grant  from 
the  National  Writer's  Voice 
Project,  based  in  New  York  City.

NEA  Grant  Supports 
Local  Arts  Networking 

The  Montana  Arts  Council 
has  received  a  $45,449  grant 
from  the  National  Endowment 
for  the  Arts  to  develop  the  state's 
“Locals  Program.”  The  money 
will  fund  technical  assistance  for 
the  Local  Arts  Agency  Initiative 
which  encourages  networking 
among  rural  and  local  arts  agen¬ 
cies. 
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Arts,  Culture  Boost  Local 
Economies 

The  notion  that  arts  and 
cultural  activities  contribute  to 
the  well-being  of  local  economies 
is  supported  in  a  new  National 
Assembly  of  Local  Arts  Agencies 
(NALAA)  report. 

Few  would  dispute  the  im¬ 
pact  of  highly-visible  symphony 
orchestras,  ballet  companies,  mu¬ 
seums  and  theaters.  The  report 
points  out  that  individual  artists, 
many  of  them  high  caliber,  small 
dance  ensembles,  chamber  musi¬ 
cians  and  other  "small"  groups 
also  provide  a  critical  dimension 
to  this  cultural  structure. 

Missoula  and  Miles  City  are 
among  the  32  communities 
across  the  U.S.  that  participated 
in  the  NALAA  survey. 

The  study  found  that  arts 
agencies  in  communities  smaller 
than  100,000  are  fewer,  smaller, 
and  younger  than  their  big-city 
counterparts.  "In  the  relative  ab¬ 
sence  of  willing  or  plentiful 
private  support,  they  are  heavily 
dependent  on  government  fund¬ 
ing,  volunteers,  in-kind  barter  and 
their  own  efforts  to  earn  income," 
the  study  says. 

And  because  smaller  com¬ 
munities  have  fewer  local  artists 
to  draw  from,  they  supplement 
the  cultural  lives  of  their  commu¬ 
nities  by  drawing  heavily  on 
outside  artists.  "This  is  hard  real¬ 
ity,"  the  report  says,  "and  the 
survivors  are  winners.  They  tend 
to  show  a  positive  net."

On  the  Road  ■ 
With  Suzanne  H 

Hamilton 

One  of  the  most  exciting  as¬ 
pects  of  my  job  as  rural  arts 
specialist  for  the  Montana  Arts 
Council  is  listening  to  people  ex¬ 
press  their  ideas  for  helping  arts 
flourish  in  their  rural  communi¬ 
ties.  I  hear  words  like 
“dedication”  and  “creativity”  and 
phrases  like  “more  interesting 
quality  of  life”  and  “working  to¬ 
gether.”  My  recent  visit  to 
Hamilton  was  no  exception. 

The  people  with  whom  I’m 
working  in  this  scenic  Bitterroot 
Valley  community  represent 
many  professions  and  organiza¬ 
tions,  but  they  have  a  common 
cause:  they  want  an  active  part  in 
the  development  of  cultural  ac¬ 
tivities  in  their  growing  town. 
Each  had  been  thinking  about  the 
problems  and  successes  of 
growth,  but  no  one  had  had  the 
time  to  gather  folks  together  to 
talk  about  it.  Then  two  people 
made  time.  Joe  Agatstein,  artist/ 
painter,  and  Cynthia  Lightcap, 
Gift  Mart  owner,  set  a  meeting 
and  opened  it  up  to  all  who  are  in¬ 
terested  in  starting  a  dialogue. 

From  that  initial  meeting 
came  ambitious  ideas,  including 
Visual  Spectrum,  Hamilton’s  first 
juried  art  show,  artists  working 
with  the  Daly  Mansion  on  joint 
projects,  a  community  theater  lo¬ 
cation,  dancers,  painters,  and 
actors  working  together  on  a  vari¬ 
ety  of  productions,  and  a 
community  arts  council  called 


People  for  the  Arts  becoming  in¬ 
corporated,  with  a  non-profit 
status. 

This  community  is  on  a 
roll  and  Montana  will  see  the  re¬ 
sults.  Agatstein,  Lightcap,  and  at 
least  14  other  Hamilton-area 
folks  are  asking  questions  and 
nurturing  ideas.  They  meet  once 
a  week  to  lay  the  ground  work 
for  Visual  Spectrum.  And  they 
are  spreading  their  wings  to  in¬ 
clude  the  region  in  their 
organizational  plans. 

Such  grassroots  organiza¬ 
tion  is  what  rural  community 
planners  and  arts  administrators 
across  the  country  love  to  see  — 
vision,  plans,  commitment,  ac¬ 
tion.  “We  won’t  let  difficulties 
stop  us  and  won’t  let  nay-sayers 
get  too  close”,  said  Agatstein. 
“Our  Visual  Spectrum  will  be 
our  proof  to  the  community  that 
we  are  on  a  roll,  a  roll  that  is 
here  to  stay!”
